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TUITION TAKES A HIKE 



Dr. Bette Stephenson, Ont- 
ario's Minister of Colleges and 
Universities, announced Friday 
that tuition fees at the prov- 
ince's universities, colleges and 
technical institute will be in- 
creased by 10 per cent for the 
next academic year. 

This across the board in- 
crease will be compounded by 
the individual institutions' sepr 
arate tuition increases. Under: 
the. new formula, each scjreol; 
may also increase fees by uREro!; 
an additional 10 per cent. '^ " 

These increases would raise 
fees for undergraduate arts and 
science students to a maximum 
of S938. If any institution, 
exceeds this amount, the gov- 
ernment will reduce the operat- 
ing grant to that school, which - 
would bring the available rev- 
enue in line with the provincial 
structures. 



The ■fee stnictiu-e set by the 
Ministry for students in profes- 
sional facilities will be substan- 
tially higher. At present, tuition 
for Ontario universities are 
among the highest in the 
country, matched only by those 
of the universities in the Mari- 
time provinces. 

Students in Ontario are 
-.currently paying about IS per 
=cent of the total cost of their 
-university and college edu- 
cation. 

. . - The announcement from the 
Ministry reported that funds 
would be added to the Ontario 
Student Assistance Program 
and that applications to that 
program would be considered in 
light of the announced increas- 
es. No specifics were given, 
however. 

At the same time, the 
Ministry announced that oper-

ating grants -made to the 
province's institutions would be 
increased by 10.1 per cent next 
fall. Grants were increased 7.2 
per cent for the current academ- 
ic year, as opposed to an 
increase of only 4.5 per cent in 
1979-1980. 

Both of these moves closely 
follow the recommendations of 
a report issued by the Ontario 
Council of University Affairs in 
the past year. 

Karen Dubinsky, of the 
Ontario Federation of Students, 
criticized the government's pol- 
icies on university funding.- The 
OFS maintains that tuition 
increases reduce the accessibility 
of a university education and 
prevents many lower income 
students from continuing their 
education. Dubinsky pointed to 
a cumulative fee increase of 
more than 30 per cent in tow 
years at some Institutions to 
support her position. 

Full-time enrollment at the 
province's universities increased 
by almost 4 per. cent from 1979 
to 1980. Part-time enrollment 
increased S per cent in the same 
period. 

Some university presidents 
have expressed a. moderate 
degree of encouragement over 
the increased funding available, 
although no one sees this move 
as a solution to the difficulties 
facing the institution. 

Laurentian's administration 
is reserving comment until all of 
the details of the euinouncement 
are available and certain prob- 
lems are clarified. Students at 
the school will not know the 
total increase in their tuition 
fees for next year until some 
future date. 




Plagiarism For Profit

In a move that signals the 
beginning of a crackdown a- 
gainst "term papers for sale" 
companies in the United States, 
the New York State Attorney 
General's office raided the 
offices of Collegiate Research 
Systems Inc. last week. The 
raid, which took place in New 
York City, resulted in the 
seizure of two truckloads of 
evidence and marked the open- 
ing of a campaign by law 
enforcement agencies in many 
states against these organiza- 
tions. 

New York state has particu- 
larly tough laws dealing with 
term paper mills, with fines and 
jail terms of up to 90 days for 
ghostwriters who provide col- 
lege students with papers. Pros- 
ecutors in that state won a court 
injunction against Collegiate 
Research Systems in 1978, but 
have found the law difficult to 
enforce. 

In a good month, C.R.S. 



grosses approximately $20,000 
and sells more than 500 papers. 
Illinois, Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania have also passed laws 
against ghostwriting for profit 
on campuses. Various academic 
groups are pressing the states to 
take a more active role in 
stopping these services, and to 
prosecute those who profit from 
plagiarism. 

In most colleges and univer- 
sities in the U.S. and Canada, 
students are automatically fail- 
ed when caught submitting 
purchased papers. Laurentian 
has strict regulations forbidding 
the submission of any plagiariz- 
ed work. 

The New York investigation 
is expanding and prosecutors 
there intend to monitor the 
activities of at least 10 addition- 
al companies. Attorney General 
Robert Abrams intends to 
"smash" the term paper ring In 
his state. 

No prosecutions have, as 
yet, taken place In Ontario. 



ADMIN 2. STUDENTS IN SHUTOUT

On Friday, January 30th, 
open hearings will be held to 
hear proposals from the acad- 
emic units on revisions to the 
University Senate by-laws. 

Certain revisions of the 
by-laws are necessary due to the 
Faculty-University agreement. 
The Senate Executive Commit- 
tee has taken this opportunity to 
examine all the by-laws for 
possible revision. To this end all 
academic units and a few other 
organizations have been invited 
to make written proposals to the 
Executive committee. 



The Student Senators of the 
S.G.A. met to discuss possible 
submissions to the Executive 
committee. The result of that 
meeting was a five page position 
paper. The paper deals with a 
variety of by-law revisions and 
various house-keeping matters. 
The most important of the 
bx-law revisions proposed, con- 
cerns the composition of joint 
Board-Senate Committees, and ~ 
in particiilar the. University 
Personnel Committee. 

Article 2.10 of the Faculty- 
University Agreement classifies 
the U.P.C. as a joint committee 



of the Board of Governors and 
the Academic Senate. With this 
designation it caii be assumed 
that the committee will be 
subject to the by-laws of the 
Academic Senate and Univer- 
sity Board. The S.G.A., taking 
this as their premise, has 
proposed new Senate by-laws to 
spell out the composition of the 
University Personnel commit- 
tee. Most of the student protest 
over the recent contract has 
centered on the U.P.C. The 
U.P.C, in its present form, 
excludes student input from 
matters concerning faculty per- 



sonnel decisions. In the past, 
students had enjoyed substan- 
tial participation In this area. 

In order to rectify • this 
apparent injustice, the student 
siibmlssion recommends chan- 
ges to the Senate by-laws which 
would alter the composition of 
the U.P.C. to include two 
Students. 

Given the Board-Senate des- 
ignation of the U.P.C, this 
move seems well within the 
powers of Senate. However, if 
adopted by both the Senate and 
the Board It would result In two 
different versions of the 



U.P.C; one laid down in the 
contract and the other stipulat- 
ed by the Senate By-laws. 

If this situation should dev- 
elop, the question would be 
which version was to be the 
final one. This would probably 
be a question for. the lawyers to 
wrestle with. 

The By-law revisions prop- 
osed by the Student Senators of 
the S.G.A. represent the most 
concrete attempt to date to 
thweu-t the terms of the new 
contract where those items 
conflict with student interests.

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Edmonton [CUP] - While the 
Engineering Student's Society 
(ESS) is falling over itself trying

outrage is growing over an 
article in the Godiva, the 
official engineering weekly new- 
spaper at the University of 
Alberta, advocating child mo- 
lesting and necrophilia.

Toronto [CUP] - The Ontario 
Hiunan Rights Commission has 
-asked University of Toronto 
President James Ham to ban 
distribution of "Toike" on 
campus. 

Toike is the paper put out by 
University of Toronto engineer- 
ing studints and has been 
slammed for publishing sexist , 
and racist copy. 

In a letter to Ham in 
December, the Commission ex- 
pressed "grave concern regard- 
ing the manner in which certain 
minority groups generally, and 



women in particular were pbr- ' 
trayed," in the Toike. 

The commission stated that 
"the contents of Toike fall 
beyond the acceptable stand- 
ards set by the conmiunity 
which endeavours to foster the 
dignity and the worth of all our 
people regardless of their race, 
sex or ethnic background." 

However, Ham says he lacks 
the power to ban distribution of 
the Toike on campus. He said 
this could only be done by a 
vote of the Governing Council, 
the University's supreme admi-

Adams. 

"It's one of these unfor- 
tunate things," Adams said, but 
he hastened to add it wasn't 
indicative of the whole eng- 
ineering student body or the 
ESS. 

Adams said that airiicle 
"didn't get in (the Godiva) by 
accident," but the ESS differs. 
They're saying the Godiva 
editor Ed Spetter was pressed to 
fill space in the paper close to 
deadline: what to fill it with was 
left to his discretion. 

"Unfortunately, we didn't 
monitor it closely enough," 
says Scott Campbell of the ESS. 
They issue a statement apolo- 



gizing for the article they say 
was taken from another pub- 
lication. 

"The purpose of the Godiva 
is to let engineers know what's 
going on during engineering 
week," says Campbell. "It's 
put out for the spirit of 
engineering week. It's the way 
we have our good times." 

Mechanical department 

chairman D.G. Gellow says the 
article shows "absolutely no 
taste whatsoever." 

"It's beyond the normal 
stretch of moral ethics that we 
allow for these things," Bellow 
says. 

A women's group on cam- 



pus, the Witching Hour Collec- 
tive, plans to send letters of 
protest to university officials as 
well as the Alberta Human 
Rights Commission and the 
Alberta Human Rights and 
Civil Liberties Association. 

As well, the Edmonton Rape 
Crisis Centre is forwarding a 
Godiva to the Edmonton police 
department to lodge an official 
complaint of obscenity. 

University president Myer 
Horowitz and VP Academic 
George Baldwin refused to com- 
ment on the article after reading 
> it. 



nistrative body. • 

The U of T president also 
said any ban might be hasty 
since tlie Toike editors have- 
shown a willingness to reform: 
the publication. If nothing, 
positive results from this. Ham; 
said, then the possibility of 
banning could be looked at 
again. 

Dave Thomson, current edi- 
tor of the Toike declined 
comment on the matter but did 
say changes were planned for 
the publication. When asked 
how different the "new" Toike 
would be, Thomson said, "I'm 
not too sure myself, 1 haven't 
seen any new material yet." 

The Ontario Human Rights 
Commission became involved in 
the Toike controversy after 
receiving an information pack- 
age from the University of 
Toronto Status of Women 
Committee (UTSWC). 

The package contained sev- 
eral articles from the Toike 
including a feature on rape 
describing victims of the crime 
"as just begging to be raped." 
The article further speculated 
on whether women achieve 
"sexual satisfaction" from be 
ing raped. 

The UTSWC is expected to 
meet with staff members of 
Toike and the Engineering 
Society to discuss the matter

...And^Now For Something Completely Different

Penguin Books recently pub- 
lished a series of books under 
the general title of Writers from 
the Other Europe. The publish- 
er intends to use this series to 
introduce a number of little- 
known European writers to the 
North American public. The 
writers selected for the series, all 
from Eastern Europe, have 
been, up imtil now, imjustifiab-. 
ly ignored. North American 



readers should thank Penguin 
for bringmg this talented group 
of writers to our attention. 

As Poland seems to be in the 
news very much these days, I 
have selected the work of a 
Polish author from the series 
for this week's review. The 
book, Sanitorium Under the 
Sign of the Hourglass, written 
by Bruno Schulz, is a collection 
of short stories first published 
in Poland in 1937. The stories 
are reflections on the author's 
life, his family, and his feelings 
of isolation. As an extremely ' 
creative thinker, writer, and 
artist, his life in a small rural 



town was extremely frustrating. 
This frustration is frighteningly 
apparent in the first story, 
entitled "The Book". 

The hero of the story, a 
young boy easily recognized as 
Schulz himself, has glimpsed 
the wonder and beauty of a 
world far removed from his 
animdane existence, through 
reading a book, "The Book"; 
When he tries to find the work 
later on he is horrified to 
discover that his family has used 
each precious page to wrap 
food. 

Schulz is extremely gifted in 
portraying intense sentiment 



with a minimum of words. His 
work is not for the literal- 
minded, who may not appreci- 
ate, as I did, the elements of 
fantasy in his work. In addition 
to the pleasure created by his 
prose, the ideas which underlie 
his work make this book 
well worth re.->ding. 

Schulz has much in common 
with other, artists, trapped in 
their own dreary existences, 
surrounded by an insensitive 
and uncomprehending audi- 
ence. Conditions such as these 
can be found in the wasteland 
that is an urban ghetto, a boorti 
town, or in the isolated rural 



countryside of any nation, 
anywhere in the world. 

The one-dimensional percep- 
tion of Poland as a primitive 
society collapses when confron- 
ted with the sensitivity of the 
book. The work is a plea for 
artists everywhere and holds out 
the hope that writers like Schulz 
can find the inner strength to 
overcome the limits pf their 
environment. 

In 1942, at the age of fifty, 
Schulz, a Jew, ventured into the 
"Aryan" section of his home 
town, Drogobych, Poland and 
was shot dead in the street by an 
SS agent.
